about 100 campers to leave Fla­ 
mingo Park early today, eight 
hours after the City Council 
voted to allow demonstrators 
here for the Republican Nation­ 
al Convention to use the shaded 
eampiste. 
Police Chief Rocky Ponie- 
rance, who led the nonviolent 
operation involving 40 oficers, 
said the city needed more time 
to prepare the 36-acre park for 
the thousands of protesters ex­ 
pected 
for 
the 
convention, 
which opens Monday. 
Police first were greeted by 
epithets and shouts of "Pig," 
but the campers, most of them 
followers of the Zippie move­ 
ment, slowiy cleared the fenced 
park after officers marched 
shoulder-to-shoulder toward the 
only available exit. 
The protesters, their number 
thinning to between 50 to 75, 
then roamed the streets of 
Miami Beach’s senior citizen 
community. 
Zippie 
leaders 
tried to organize a march on 
City Hall, but squad cars cut 
off the march and herded the 
demonstrators toward a church 
which had offered to house con­ 
vention nondelegates. 
No arrests were reported. 
City Council voted 4 to 3 Mon­ 
day to open the park for non­ 
delegates. About 3,000 demon­ 
strators used it as a campsite 
during last month's Democratic 
convention.

Usually the human 
interest 
area 
is the

rewarding for communities like 
Rushville. 
Things 
that 
are 
heartwarming, rare, unique, or 
mammoth are the ones most 
likely to attract TV newsmen." 
Bremen was speaking at the 
s e c o n d 
luncheon 
of 
the 
Chamber's new Distinguished 
Speakers Series. The luncheon 
was held at the Durbin Hotel. 
Last month’s speaker was Dr. 
Otis 
R. 
Bowen. 
Republican 
gubernatorial candidate. 
Bremen also pointed out that. 
"Aside from hard news, like 
your recent rash of fires which 
are a pretty tough way to get 
television coverage, local efforts 
should 
be directed 
toward 
things that are different and 
involve good visual appeal. It’s 
important to remember that 
television is essentially a visual 
media. 
If you 
feel 
that 
something 
has 
news value, 
remember to consider it from 
the camera’s viewpoint. WiL 
people find it interesting to look 
at on the tube or not? Often 
that’s 
the most 
important 
criteria." "Another point to 
remember is to never assume 
that a television station won’t 
be interested in any particular 
news item. It they don’t feel 
t h a t 
you’re 
activity 
or 
suggestion is good news, the 
worst they can do is throw your 
letter away. But they won’t 
even be able to do that, if they 
never hear about what’s going 
on. You can never tell which 
item may catch a stations 
fancy,” he continued. 
He also pointed out that many 
people have a misconception 
about television newscasting. 
"Often times people seem to 
think that news programs are 
thrown 
together in 
a 
few 
minutes. This is not the case. 
On a normal day it takes 29 
people working throughout the 
day to prepare a half - hour 
newscast at 6 o’clock. Our 
station, however, likes to keep 
the human element in the 
newscasts. 
If we make a 
mistake, we’re free to admit it 
and laugh about it on the air. 
Some other stations won’t allow 
that.

Bengals Hope To Stage Strong Comeback

CINCINNATI (AP) — With 
two healed quarterbacks and 
thiee rookies likely to start on 
offense, the Cincinnati Bengals 
hope to stage a strong come­ 
back from their 4-10 mark in 
1971. 
The American Football Con- 
f e r e n c e ’ s Central Division 
champions of 1970 were ham­ 
pered by injuries last year, es­ 
pecially to quarterbacks Virgil 
Carter and Ken Anderson, and 
lost a number of close games. 
“We are at the mercy of the* 
quarterback as just about ev­ 
ery team is,” Bengals Coach 
Paul Brown said at the club’s 
training camp in Wilmington, 
Ohio. 
“Whether 
the 
quarterbacks 
stay healthy and whether any 
other key players are hurt will 
have a considerable bearing on 
how we do.” 
Carter, who led the National 
Football League last year in 
passing accuracy—a .622 com­ 
pletion 
percentage 
m ark - 
missed four games because of 
a shoulder separation. The in­ 
jury 
enabled 
Anderson, 
a 
rookie, to start four games, but 


then he was sidelined with an 
injury. 
Greg Cook, a standout as a 
rookie quarterback for Cincin­ 
nati in 1969, 
apparently will 
miss the entire season. He is 
recovering from a right shoul­ 
der injury that kept him out of 
the 1970 and 1971 seasons. 
Anderson is giving the veter­ 
an Carter a strong run for the 
starting quarterback spot. 
"He is no longer the raw kid 
you saw last year,” Brown said 
about Anderson. “The one who 
moves us the most effectively 
is going to carry the brunt of 
the load.” 
The 
three 
rookies, 
whom 
Brown 
describes 
as 
“out­ 
standing” and says have a good 
chance 
at

team, are defensive end Sher­ 
man White of California, free 
safety 
Tommy

“We are very happy with our 
draft,” Brown said. “Anytime 
you get five or six players you 
feel can make the team you are 
very fortunate. It is quite un­ 
usual when three have a chance 
to start.”

and 
Tom DeLeone, a center from 
Ohio State, also are expected to 
see action this season. 
Also on defense, the Bengals 
have veterans Bill Bergey at 
middle linebacker, Mike Reid 
at a tackle spot and Lamar 
Parrish at a cornerback.

top 
three 
rookies, 
Casanova has stirred the most 
excitement. He ran back a punt 
52 yards for a touchdown and 
made key tackles in Cincin­ 
nati's opening exhibition game, 
a 24-14 loss to Green Bay. 
Essex Johnson, Fred Willis 
and 
Doug 
Dressier 
probably 
will see the most action among 
running backs. 
Linemen include second-year 
men Vernon Holland and Steve 
Lawson, 
and 
veteran 
Rufus 
Mayes, who had a standout sea­ 
son last year. 
Veteran linebacker A1 Beau­ 
champ, who is battling to hold 
down a starting position, prob­ 
ably summed up the Bengals 
best saying: 
“We’re solid. We now have 
the depth. We can play differ­ 
ent people and have the same

John Smith, the world 440- 
yard record holder, was No. 2 
in the trials with a fast time of 
44.3 seconds. 
The man he didn’t catch at 
Eugene, 
(Ore.,) 
was 
former 
UCLA teammate Wayne Col­ 
lett. Collett came through with 
a swift 44.1 to win the trials 
and jump into the No. 3 spot on 
the all-time list. The time is the 
fastest ever run at sea level. 
Vince Matthews, the old man 
of the U.S. sprint corps at 25, is 
the only one with Olympic ex­ 
perience. He ran the first leg 
on America’s world-record 1,- 
600-meter relay team in 1968 at 
Mexico City. 
Matthews, of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
once ran 44.4 in the event. He 
made the team with a 44.9. 
The 800 features new coworld 
record 
holder 
Dave 
Wottle 
against probably the world’s

half 
miler, 
Russian 
star Yevgeniy Arzhanov. 
Wottle, 
the

Trials. Tom Hill, who ran 13.5 
at the trials, appears to have 
regained the form which took 


him to the 1970 AAU title, and 
Willie Davenport, the defending 
kingpin, is back. 
The Amercans are favored, 
and even a sweep is not unlike­ 
ly, but certainly things aren’t 
as clear as earlier this season. 
Ralph Mann has something to 
prove and that’s why he’s the 
first choice of most in the 400- 
nieter intermediate hurdles. 
Mann 
was the NCAA and 
AAU champion in 1969, 1970 
and 1971 as a student at Brig­ 
ham Young but had a poor S€*H* 
son in 1972 after graduating.

FLETCHER VS. FONDA

Georgia 
congressman, 
Fletcher 
Thompson, said the other day that he 
wants the Justice Department to see 
what it can do about bringing treason 
charges against Jane Fonda, who had 
just returued from a prolonged road en­ 
gagement in North Vietnam. 
Where was Thompson when we need­ 
ed him? About four years ago Ms. Fonda 
appeared in “Barbarélla,” a movie so bad 
it inflicted far more harm on national 
sensitivities than her traipsing about the 
North Vietnamese countryside has done. 
We didn’t hear a peep out of Thompson 
then. 
Now, however, he is worried that Ms. 
Fonda's 
propaganda 
broadcast 
over 
Hanoi’s propaganda radio network will 
do damage to American morale. His con­ 
cern is misplaced. 
First of all, there is more than one indi­ 
cation that Ms. Fonda’s crusade against 
the war is more passionate than inform­ 
ed. The nature of her antiwar activities 
has been such that she is no threat to 
convince anyone but the already con­ 
vinced. 
Secondly, 
there 
is 
some 
question 
whether she is offering any aid and com­ 
fort to the enemy. More likely, they are 
wasting a lot of time wondering why 
Americans would be willing to listen to 
political commentary from a slightly 
frowsy actress. 
Thirdly, letting Ms. Fonda spout on, in 
Hanoi or Hoboken, is far less dangerous 
than making a big thing about keeping 
her quiet.

Relating the human element to holy 
living is sometimes a real problem, for 
the Christian. We all know some inherent 
weaknesses, but in themselves they are 
not sin. Failures may multiply from 
these limitations, and they may bring 
discouragement. But so long as they 
spiing from weakness, they should not 
bung condemnation. This is the result 
of sin. Sin is the deliberate choice of a 
w rong, and back of it is deliberate malice 
toward God or others meaning harm or 
rebf ilion regardless of whether the in­ 
tention ever finds expression. 
The late 
Dr. H. Orton Wiley wrote, 
“To call innocent mistakes in judgment, 
lapses of memory, and a lack of under­ 
standing due to weakened human powers 
sin is to open the floodgates to all kinds 
of actual sin.” 
There are many kinds of infirmities. 
Yesterday we listed some of those that 
are physical. But there are some mental 
infirmities: ignorance, lack of insight re­ 
sulting in judgmental errors, dullness 
and slowness of understanding, inco­ 
herency of thought and inability to think 
some issues clear through to a comfort­ 
able conclusion, poor memory, wander­ 
ing thoughts. These are just a few of the 
many, and they can lead us to hurting 
our neighbors and loved ones without 
realizing it. Yet who would dare to call 
these limitations sins? While these prob­ 
lems lead to discouragement and frus­ 
tration, they should never lead us into 
guilt. 
But grace was designed to coexist with 
human frailty. And it is a beautiful 
thing that the limited human heart and 
life be adorned with the grace of God. 
We may rejoice in the fact that our Cre­ 
ator, though He did not create us im­ 
perfectly, has not cast us off in our own 
Self-marred fashion. He reaches out to 
us to receive us and remake us.

Statute Of Limitations Runs Out 
On Big 1962 Mail Truck Robbery 


BOSTON (A P ) — The 10-year 
M assachusetts statute of lim ita­ 
tions ran out today on the $1.5- 
million Plymouth mail robbery, 
the slick holdup of a mail truck 
loaded with money bags. 
Authorities say not one cent 
of the huge cash haul, all in 
bills, has ever been found. 
Reaching the end of the stat­ 
ute of limitations means no one 
may be prosecuted in the case, 
but authorities said the search 
for the money will continue. 
It also means that $200.00 in 
rew ard money put up jointly by 
the U.S. Post Office and the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Bos­ 
ton for information leading to 
the conviction of the robbers 
will rem ain uncollected. 
Three persons were indicted 
on federal charges in the case. 
One 
disapeared 
before 
he 
could stand trial. The two oth­ 
ers were acquitted by a federal 
jury. 
The Aug. 14, 1002 holdup be­ 
gan at about 8:30 p.m. as a 
panel 
truck, 
heading 
from 
Hyannis to the Federal Reserve 
Bank in Boston, drove north on 
Route 3, passing through the 
outskirts of Plymouth. 
At a point where a hilly di­ 
viding strip blocked the scene 
from the south-bound lane of 
the four-lane highway, two cars 
parked 
sideways 
blocked 
the 
truck’s progress. 
Two men, one* dressed as a 
policeman and the other in ci­ 
vilian clothes, overpowered the 
driver, 
William. 
B arrett 
of 
Mansfield, 
and 
the 
arm ed 
guard, Patrick Schcna. 
Four miles back down the 
highway, other members of the 
holdup crew set up a roadblock 
with equipment stolen from the 
Massachusetts 
Department 
of 
Public Works and calmly diver­ 
ted all traffic off the highway 
onto a side road. 
The two mail employes were 
bound and put in the back of 
the truck with the money bags, 
and the holdup men drove the 
truck off. 
The employes said the truck 
stopped twice, the first time to 
unload some of the money bags 
and the second time to unload 
the rest. 


Finally, the two holdup men, 
abandoned the truck in Ran­ 
dolph, about 60 miles from the 
robbery scene. 
In 1967, two of three per­ 
sons indicted in the case were 
brought to trial in federal court 
in Boston.

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Nixon May Get Fair Share Of Young Voters 


EDITOR’S NOTE—There are 
some 25 million of them—voters 
who will be casting ballots in a 
presidential 
election 
for 
the 
first time. They make up the 
largest increment to the elec­ 
torate since women won the 
vote. Following is the first of 
three articles describing how 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
view the New Voter, and the 
possible impact on the Novem­ 
ber elections.

McGovern needs them. Nixon 
wants them and both sides are 
making ready to woo them with 
armies of canvassers, millions 
of dollars, rock concerts, post­ 
ers and buttons. 
The target of all this activity 
is the new voter, the 11 million 
18-to-20-year-olds 
eligible 
to 
vote in federal elections be­ 
cause of the 26th Amendment 
lowering the legal age and the 
14 million 21-to-24-year-olds who 
w ere not old enough to cast bal­ 
lots 
in the 
1968 
presidential 
elections. 
At the Committee for the Re- 
election of the President, there 
is an upbeat optimism about 
these new voters. Instead of the 
rear guard hold-our-own atti­ 
tude of a few months back, 
campaign 
aides 
now’ 
predict 
President Nixon will split at 
least even on the youth vote. To 
many people that would be a 
surprise, 
for 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern, 
the 
Democratic 
presidential nominee, has mobi­ 
lized a large and visible force 
of youthful workers and was 
credited by the polls with being 
far ahead among the new vot­ 
ers. 
“We will beat them in an 
area that McGovern has made 
a 
key element of his 
cam­ 
paign,” said Ken Rietz. youth 
coordinator 
at 
the 
Re-elect 
Committee. 
“We 
have 
been 
saying all 
along that young 
people are not against the Pres­ 
ident, and now we will prove 
it.” 
The best available figures in­ 
dicate about 50 per cent of the 
eligible new voters are now 
registered, slightly less in the 


lg-to-20 group and slightly more 
in the 21-to-24 group. Among 
those attending college, a mi­ 
nority representing only about 
20 per cent of the total youth 
vote, about 65 per cent are reg­ 
istered. 
A recent Gallup Poll gave 
McGovern a 
significant edge 
over Nixon among the new' vot­ 
ers now registered, 57 per cent 
to 41 per cent. Rut among those 
not registered, Gallup reported 
that 46 per cent favored the 
President and 43 per cent sup­ 
ported McGovern, 
N i x o n 
campaigners 
con­ 
stantly cite this finding as evi­ 
dence 
of 
the 
President's 
strength 
among 
the 
unregis­ 
tered young as they plan regis­ 
tration 
and 
get-out-the-vote 
drives to deny McGovern the 
youth vote. 
Associated 
Press 
bureaus 
around the country recently in­ 
terviewed young people, asking 
them whom they supported and 
why. They found young Nixon 
voters in the cities and sub­ 
urbs. in the factories and on 
the farms. 
Among the reasons most of­ 
ten cited for supporting Nixon 
were his experience, his han­ 
dling of foreign affairs and a 
distrust for what some saw as 
McGovern's vacillation on the 
war and welfare. They seldom 
expressed sentiments or men­ 
tioned 
issues 
different 
from 
Nixon supporters in other age 
brackets. 
The war and the economy are 
major 
issues 
with 
young 
people, 
issues that cut both 
ways. 
Some 
of 
those 
inter­ 
viewed praised Nixon for wind­ 
ing down the war. Others criti­ 
cized him for not ending it 
completely. Some said he had 
done everything possible to lim­ 
it inflation and cut unemploy­ 
ment.

others

viewed him as too dedicated to 
big business. 
Nixon campaign staffers, in 
Washington 
and 
across 
the 
country, 
are 
convinced 
they 
need only lay out the Presi­ 
dent's record to win the support 
of young voters.

“We are going to 
say that it is ending and that 
the draft is ending, We will also 
point out that there are more 
young 
people,

and more blacks in government 
jobs than ever before.” 
The

proach, the selling of the Presi­ 
dent’s record, has been suf­ 
ficiently favorable to surprise 
some people connected with the 
Nixon re-election effort. “I'm 
not saying it's overwhelming, 
but there is none of the hostility 
that 
some people expected,” 
said Dan Lungren, director of 
special projects at the Republi­ 
can National Committee.

Discontinued 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (A P) — 
Rising costs have forced the 
Presidential Popcorn Poll out 
of 
existence, 
despite 
its 
20 
years of accuracy. 
The poll, begun in 1948 as a 
promotional gimmick for the 
Blevins Popcorn Co., was one 
of the few polls in the country 
which correctly predicted Har­ 
ry Truman’s victory in that 
year’s presidential election. 
Officials of the company said 
that the cost of obtaining an ex­ 
tensive sampling of the vote 
has out-weighed the benefits ex­ 
pected by theaters and retail 
outlets. 
Jim 
Blevins originated the 
poll when he decorated half his 
popcorn 
boxes 
with 
donkeys 
and the other half with ele­ 
phants. Customers bought their 
popcorn according to their po­ 
litical affiliations, and Blevins 
tallied the results of his sales to 
predict the campaign winner.
